ered en route, probably on .the way through China.

that nothing has gonte forward to General Chaffee, and without doubt Minis- 
ter Conger is in the same state, goes to c'onfirm the officials here jn their con- 
viction that the wires are being manipulated, probably by Chinese agenlts, 
between the Cheefoo and Shanghai cable connections.

•tenement that Li Hung Chang has wired

«uo«ting the arrest of Prtnce Tuan and 
the disarmament of the Boxers, In order 
to give him an opening for negotiations 
with the powers. 


"Evidence has be»a received here," 


says the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Standard, "going to show that General 
Yung Lu was the refcl author of the anti- 
foreign outbreaks, the empress dowager, 
Prince Tuan and the others all having 
been persuaded by him to take an ex- 
treme attitude, while he stood aside and 
awaited developments. 


American 
refugee missionaries in 


Annoy, according to the Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mall, are anx- 
ious to return to the interior, but the 
United States consul has forbidden them 
to do so, and urges them to go to the 
Philippines, on- to return to America. 


Shanghai advices to The Daily News 


•ay that consular opinion there looks 
upon Japanese action in the }andhig of 
troops at Amoy, despite the protests of 
the consuls, as similar to that of Rus- 
ela at New Chwang, the whole Indicating 
a tendency to a partition of the empire. 


"Russian Journals agree," says the 


Moscow correspondent of The Standard, 
"that It is impossible to deal with Ghana 
In the spirit of revenge, as suggested by 
Emperor William. 
They believe that 


measures less drastic can better accom- 
plish the ends of Russia in Manchuria. 
The question would be satisfactorily set- 
tled to Russia's mind by the seizure of 
the northern provinces." 


A St. Petersburg special quotes Em- 


jwt-oi William, when wiring in answer 
to the announcement that aRuasian regi- 
ment had been named after him, as fol- 
lows: 
"Express my good wishes today 


with all the greater joy since our Rus- 
»ian and German comdares, after a long 
time, are fighting together again, shoul- 
der to shoulder. According to an old and 
sacred tradition, victory will not be 
wanting." 


A special dispatch irom St. Peters- 


burg1 says: It is persistently rumored 
in St. Petersburg that the Russian gov- 
ernment has received a dlsipatch assert- 
ing that, after a fierce battle inside 
Pekin, the allies retreated, losing 1800 
men, mostly Russians. It-is farther said 
that the Chinese occupy fortified posi- 
tions, from which th^y are bombarding 
the allies in a murderous* manner. 


ANOTHER DISPATCH RECEIVED 


FROM mniiSTcR CONGER 


Washington, Aug. 28.— There are Indi- 


cations that the principal delays in th« 
lines of communication are encouraged 
between Tientsin and Pekin, a fact ex- 
plainable by the newspaper advices that 
small bodies of Boxers are operating on 
the lines of communication or the Pe- 
kin campaign force. 


Usually these inturruptlons are very 


•hort The fact that more than a weak 
was covered by the last interruption 
fives rise to the belief here that thcsj 
attacks upon the lines of communication 
by Boxers are more formidable than 
was supposed to be possible after the 
heavy losses inflicted upon them by tha 
international forces in its advance. 


The important dispatch of Monday was 


one from Minister Conger relative to the 
military situation in Pefein. Unfortu- 
nately It lacked a date. Mr. Conger's 
reference to the arrlva* of- 2000 fresh Ger- 
man troops caused some surprise, no one 
apparently having closely watched the 
movements of the G-e»man contingent, 
which is now arriving1 with fairly regu- 
lar frequency in China, and which con- 
•eqaently may be expected soon to equal 
In numerical strength the military con- 
tingents of any of the European) nations 
there represented. 


A significant statement in Minister 


Conger's dispatch is that respecting the 
expected appearance in Pekin of some 
cf the members of the tsung li yamen. 
'A natural construction given to this 
statement ts that these ministers wish 
to undertake to represent the Chinese 
government formally in negotiations 
with the powers. It having been found 
Impossible up to this moment, accord- 
Ing to MT. Conger's statement, to meet 
any representative of the Chines* gov- 
•rnmejut in Pekin who waa competent to 
•pen negotiations, it may be inferred 
that if these ministers actually appear 
with proper ored«nt!al8 one of the prob- 
lems connoted with the present difficult 
•£ twit I on in China will be solved. With 
•orae responsible person or persons to 
teal with, it may be possible for tlio 
ttalted States to come to some agre«- 
fcent a« to a settlement of the Chinese 
trouble. 


Ever since the fall of Pekin the prin- 


cipal difficulty confronting the govern- 
ment here has. been to arrange for the 
next movemeat in Us program. It could 
not withdraw its troops, even if so dla- 
posed, without arranging for indemnifi- 
cation for the heavy cost It has been put 
to In the Pekin campaign. Also, It must 
make arrangements with some respon- 
sible authority for the future protection 
of Am^Haan interests in China, as our 
business rotere-sts cannot be withdrawn 
along with the army of occupation. 
Therefore, as conveying- a faint hope 
that In the persons of these mernbers of 
the tsunij: 11 yaman there may be found 
some authorized representative of the 
Chinese government competent to mako 
engagements on these point*, the mes- 
•age of Mr. Conger woe very welcome to 
the authorities here. 


Anoth«r event of the day Of som<« in- 


ter* st was tho crdw dtapatching tha 
Captlnc from Shanghai to Amoy, distant 
about 400 miles. Trip little gunboat 
should make the run In about two days 
under favorable conditions. Her force 
1;) small, but sufficient to serve the moral 
purpose, if there be need for such. 
It 


appears that she Is ordered to Amoy 
quite as much on accotint of representa- 
tions Trorn well-informed bu»tne»B circles 
as from any official advlcp. The consul 
at Anviy agreeing: wltlj th« representa- 
tions of the busfncHs interests, It was 
decided to be proper to send a grunioat 
to Amoy, not because of any particular 
Worehenslon as to JatteneveMDlratlon*', 


uut to prevent rioting: at this dangerous 
point.

Chaffee since Aug. 18 came in the form 
of a cablegram dated at Taku, reporting 
the action of the Sixth cavalry with the 
enemy near Tientsin on the 19th.

"Soys" Who Fought Afloat During the Civil 


War Parade at Ch cago Encampment. 


Chicago, Aug. 28—Train after train, 


loaded down with veterans arid their 
friende, rolled Into the various depots in 
the city Monday, and, by evening, it was 
estimated by railroad officials that 45,000 
Old soldiers had arrived, and that 300,000 
other excursionists had ooijje with them. 
It is expected that there will be 50,000 
additional aijrivaJa todiay. 


The first day of the encampment was 


ime of ideal beauty, in marked contrast 
to the hot and humid weeks that have 
preceded It since tho first of August. 
There was in the early portion of the day 
a fresh breeze off Lake KTicMgun, tem- 
pering the heat of the sun, which shone 
brightly, but not too warmly. The right 
of the line on the opening day was given 
to the men who sailed the seas during 
the civil war, the cheering was all for 
them, and the honors were theirs. The 
army will come to its own today. 


The heroes of river and sea ot the 


Civil war are a small band now. Of the 
132,000 men enlisted in the navy, in the 
early days of the war, less than 1000 
inarched yesterday, and it is agreed by 
the old aallors that their number was 
greater in the march than it will ever be 
in any parade to come. 


But one battleflag was carried by the 


tiavfil veterans. 
It was the one that 


fluttered from the monitor Winnebago 
when Farra&ut soiled Into Mobile bay 
to gain his crowning victory. It was 
borne by Seaman Ed Woodruff of Hock- 
ford, Ills., and beside him marched ex- 
Boatavaln's Mate J. R- Lynn of Chi- 
cago, \v ho made the flag, while serving on 
board the Winnebago. 


Beside the men who fought afloat from 


'61 to '65 came the younger generation, 
which helped to smash Monte jo's fleet. 


The late afternoon feature of the day's 


celebration, the naval parade on Lake 
Michigan, proved somewhat of a dis- 
appointment, weather conditions Inter- 
fering: saaly with the arrangements. 


The fleet arrived off Lincoln park about 


4:30 p. m., and the revenue cutters, with 
their crews working the rapid-fire guns 
of twe vessels, went through some beau- 
tiful maneuvering In tb/s sham fight for 
supremacy.

BALAD SUGGESTIONS. 


By Lou'a Hole. 


The request of a oonespoudent for a 


for potnto salad without the use 


of onions, in line with several other let- 
ters nicking- similar requests, calls for 
tlmel> cummunt ut thlstiiii,e. 


Of course it is possible to make a po- 


tato salad without the use of onions iu 
its, prepajra.tion, luit such a salad ib, 
generally sps-aking, insipid. Tne flavor 
of the oaion can be supplied by a little 
onion Juice, if the flesh of the vegetable 
Is the thing objected to, but without 
flesh or flavor one of the essentials of the 
populqr potato salad ia lost The only 
thing- to do is to find a substitute that 
•will aa nearly as possible fill the bill, and 
some suggestions aJong this line will be 
found In the following recipes. 
POTATO SAIuU3 WITHOUT ONION. 
Boll four good sia«d potatoes and 


while still warm out them into dice and 
mix with them four anchovies cut into 
bits or their equivalent in anchovy but- 
ter. Mash smooth one mealy boiled po- 
tato and work Jnto it olive oil uatil you 
have a thick paste; then add two table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar and pour the dress- 
ing over the prepared, diced potatoes. 
Use for £ garnish chopped parsley, sliced 
hard boiled eggs and minced pickles. 


Another way of making a potato salad 


without oil is to boll six potatoes In 
salted water, drain and mash them. 
Chop very fine part of a small, firm head 
of new cabbag-e and four medium-sized 
pickles; mix these with the potato thor- 
oughly and add the yolks of four hard 
toiled eggs rubbed through a sieve; pour 
over g. French dressing to which has 
been added a tablespoonful of mushroom 
catsup and serve without delay. 


While on the subject of oddly con- 


structed salads I wish to recommend 
chicken salad in tomato jelly. This dish 
requires more time in its preparation, 
but it will be found so nice that It will 
•%-epay you for all your trouble. To pre- 
pare the jelly put in a, saucepan one-half 
d, can of tomatoes,, one bay leaf, three or 
four cloves, a Httl&tnaoe, salt and pepper 
to season and a. few dn-ops of onion juice 
Simmer for fifteen minutes, pass through 
a sieve a-nd add one-third of a box of 
gelatine which has been soaked in one- 
third of a cftpful of oold water; stir until 
dissolved, add two tablespoonfuls of 
tarragon 
vinegar 
and 
pour 
into 


netted 
moulds. Have ready 
two 


oval moulds, one two sizes smaller 
than 
the 
other, 
and 
chilled 
by 


being filled with ice water. 
Pour the 


water from tha- larger one, and put in 
enough of the tomato Jelly to matoe a 
lay«r half an inch thick, and set aside 
until the Jelly Is firm. While the jelly 
is setting, make a dressing by stirring 
in a bowl Che yolk of a raw egg with a 
little salt and a dash of cayenne, and 
adding drop by drop olive oil until the 
mixture is thick; then add a little juice 
and again more oil until you have nearly 
a cupful of the dressing. 
Cut a cup- 


ful of cold chicken Jnto dice, and add to 
it about the same amount of cut celery 
and mix with £he prepared dressing. 
When the jfSly Jn the large dish has be- 
come firm s*t In on to it the smaller 
dish filled with.Ice water, and fill the 
space betweeji' the moulds with more of 
the tomato Jdlly. 
Then, set aside until 


this too Has become firm. When firm 
dip out the See- water and fill with hot 
water a moment so the smaller mold will 
come out easily and fill the centre with 
the prepared chicken. 
Press down 


smoothly and cover with a layer of th« 
Jelly and piajce on the ice until needled. 


When you serve turn out of the mold 


on to a. platter and garnish with celery 
t^ps. 
Don't be discouraged at the 


space devoted to the above, but try the 
mixture once and you will vote it deserv- 
ing of the highest praise. You may use a 
plain mayonnaWe dressing for the ehick- 
en if you prefer It. 


POTATO ANP EGG3. 


Take tijyee coW 'boiled potatoes, mash 


them thonbttjrhlry «nd put iwto aetewpan 
with an- oyjK* of butter, pepper and salt 
to eeaaoiwwid a teespaonf ul of good-table 
sa<uce. w,b*ji hot add,-£hree well-beate^i 
eggs and stir all together until thor- 
oughly mixed tog-ether and heated 
through atwl serve with toasted brown 
bread.

Bt Will Be Heinrveyed by Maryland 


•ad the Landmark* Restored. 


The legislature of Maryland has ap- 


propriated a euia of money for the re- 
survey of Mason and Dixon's line and 
the restoration of the landmarks, many 
of which have be«a removed contrary 
to Scripture, says the Baltimore Sun. 
This work will be done by the btato 
geological commission in connection 
with a commifcsion appointed and paid 
by the state government of Pennsylva- 
nia and by the Ualtod States geological 
survey. 


The original running of Mason antJ 


Dixon's line was done according to the 
terms of the Una! agreement between 
the Calverts and Penna, concluded in 
1760 after protracted negotiations. 
There was a conflict in the grants of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania. 
The 


Penns had friends at court, and Cal- 
vert was tmally coerced into conceding 
everything Penti demanded, and this 
concession cost him the richest portion 
of his dom'ain. The line between Mary- 
la'nd and Pennsylvania was begun in 
1760 by a commission appointed for 
that purpose. The proprietors cf the 
two colenies became impatient at their 
Blow progress and agreed to engage 
Charles Maspn and James Dixon to 
complete the work. Doth Penn and Cal- 
vert were in London at the time, and 
they there engaged these two men, 
whose names have become so famous 
In connection with this historic line, 
for so manyyfrars the dividing line be- 
tween the free states atfd the slav-e 
states of the Union. 


The two surveypps arrived In Phila- 


delphia Nov. 15, 1764, and began their 
survey early the folio-wing spring. 
Through the'-foreste they cat a "vista" 
eight feet wide and set tip a stone at 
the end of each mile. Every ftfth stone 
was larger than the others and had on 
the north side the arras of Thomas and 
Richard £enn and on the south face 
tho arms of Fnederick Lord Baltimore. 
One of these is preserved in Baltimore 
by the Maryland Historical society, 
and some yet stand ia their original 
places and are cared for by the authori- 
ties. 
The intermediate 
stones are 


smaller and have tho letter "P" on the 
north and "M" on the sotrth face. 


The removal of many of the historic 


landmarks-has left the bonndary line 
between Maryland and Pennsylvania 
in doubt, In' places, and1 it Is to remedy 
this as well as to perpetuate the his- 
toric line that the legislature has pro- 
vided for this resurvey.

nent. The crowning gem of it will be 
the great swimming pool, or bath, 
which will surpass the balneatory 
splendors of ancient Persia, Egypt, 
Greece aad Rome, says the Chicago 
American.

§1,000,000. 


The palace occupies the site of the 


one that was destroyed by fire last 
year duriog-the honeymoon* of William

near GalHJaie, N, Y. With a modesty 
that is quite ironical the palace is 
called Idle Soar. 


To supply the swimming pool a canal 


a mile long has beenf dredged. 
It 


brings salt sea water to the door of the 
house. The pool is inclosed in a tairy- 
Ijke oriental court in front of the 
house. The roof of the court consists 
of arches of steel and glass, while the 
walls are of marble. The architecture 
Is Persian, but the genius of American 
engineering has been called upon to 
make the pool a marvel of convenience 
and luxury. 


Here one can become cool on the hot- 


test day in summer, and here one can 
Bwim with pleasore on the coldest day 
in winter. The owner who commands 
all this luxary can shut the heat of 
summer or admit the breeze on a pleas- 
ant day or warm the water on a cold 
day at will. The pool is 800 feet in 
length and 100 feet in width. The wa- 
ter Is changed so constantly that it is 
always pure. On* can "see the white 
niarble bottom shining through the 
delicate sea green water. 


A majestic flight of broad marble 


steps leads down to the clear pool from 
the front of the palace. Around the 
pool runs a gallery slightly screened by 
beautiful wrought iron work, as light 
as gossamer. This will be a delightful 
retreat on hot days for those who have 
already enjoyed the pool as well as for 
those who prefer to lounge and do 
nothing but drink tea or something else 
and smoke cigarettes.

"COMMON HOUSE FLIES. 


The Pecnllaritiea About Their Eyed 


aad Tkeir Wings. 


"Whoever thinks the male the superior 


animal finds no rest for the sole of his ! 
foot in the contemplation of what we, iu j 
the sublimity of our self conceit, call 'tha 
lower animals,' " says Harvey Sutherland' 
in Ainslee's. "Iti our general ignoranco 
of the house fly we do riot know just how 
foolHi and no account th» male is, but 
we ru&y reasonably infer that he is as 
markedly detieient^as usual, seeing that 
bis eyes are so dose together that they 
touch each other. That's always a bad 
sign. If you see anybody with eyes close ' 
together, you arc entitled to think little 
of his intelligence. 


"The fly hus two sorts of eyes, the big 


compound one, 4,000 in a bunch on ea,ch 
side of the head, for knocking about ia 
daylight, and three simple eyea on the top 
of the head, for use iu a poor light, sew-, 
ing and fine print. 
Before going into 


ecstasies of admiration over the creaturp 
that has 4,000 eyes on Each side of its 
head it might he well to remember that 
they are not of much account. In case 
of old flies kept'over winter the compound 
eyes cave ia and get broken, y^t the fly 
seems to get along and find food. 
One 


kind gentleman varnished over the simple 
eyes and plucked off the wings of some 
flies. - He found that "he might hold a 
candle close enough to burn the com-_ 
pound eyes' of the fly before it had a sus- 
picion that anything out of the common, 
was going on. In daylight he took a knit- 
ting needle and brought it up 5j» front of 
the fly close enough to touch its antennae 
before It dodged. If the knitting needle 
was brought up on one side Mr. Fly 
picked up his sticking plasters' quite 
lively. 


"Most respectable insects have two 


pairs of wings, but a fly has only one 
pair, vjith a scallop on the rear edge of 
each, showing that in earlier days it had 
'openers,' even it tKey -went into the dis- 
card later. 
These scallops are eajled 


'halteres' or balancers, aad it is the 
thepry of some that they help to steer the 
fly. They say that when the starboard 
balancer is clipped of! the fly goes hard 
a-starb'oard and vice versa. But under 
ea^H of these scales is a globular process, 
with a long tube fringed with cilia, be- 
lieved to be sensitive to odors. These 
globular processes pump air into the nerv- 
nres or veins of the wings and keep them 
taut and stiff, for thin though the wing , 
may seem, it is really a double texture. 
Perhaps clipping oS the balancer lets the 
air out of the wing and BO disables it. A 
fly Is able to saunter along through the 
«ir at the rate of "five fe£t n second, but 
when it is in a particular hurry it can, 
go about 35 feet a second, which is a 
2:30 gait 
Its wings beat the 'air at 


about the same rate of vibration as the 
piano string B, first line of the treble 
staff, but that is not its only means of 
•ndible expression. When it gets excited 
and cannot break away from the fly 
paper it makes its thoray vibrate at a 
higher pitch. You have heard that Cam- 
panini could sing high C with chest voice. 
He could not, but a fly with its .feet stuck 
fast can."

br' Hyportermlo InJ«a*lo*B of Co- 
caine Into Cerebro Spinal Fluid. 
D». John B. Murphy and Dr. Edwasd 


H. Ochsner, b«th of Chicago, returned 
to that city the other day from the 
triennial meeting of the international 
medical congress held in Paris. Dr. 
Murphy brought with him an inter- 
esting report of the discovery and 
demonstration of the effect of local an- 
eesthesia as applied in cases of major 
surgery, says the Chicago Tribune. 
Local anaesthesia heretofore has been 
applied only in cases of minor surgery, 
chloroform and ether having been the 
only known agents used in cases of 
major surgical operations. 


The efficacy of local anaesthesia In 


cases of amputations and other major 
eurgical operations was discovered and 
demonstrated only a short time ago by 
Dr. Tuflier of France, and has received 
notice only in the Parisian medical 
Journals. 
Its demonstration by Dr. 


Tuffier before the surgeons attending 
the International 
medical congress 


awakened widespread interest, and 
the event was announced as epoch 
making In the annals of medicine. 


Cocaine was the agent used by Dr. 


Tuffier, It being injected hypodermtcal- 
ly into the spinal cowl and anaesthetiz- 
ing the entire region before the point 
of Injection so perfectly that the most 
difficult surgical operations below that 
point were carried on without pain, 
and while the physician carried on con- 
versation with the patient. 


The event, Dr. Murphy says, marks 


a fourth epoch in medicine, the other 
three being: First, the preancesthetlc 
period; second, the aneesthetic period; 
third, the antiseptic period, ana novn 
the local anaesthetic period. 


"The demonstration of the practica- 


bility of local anaesthesia in cases of 
major surgery was perfect," said Dr. 
Murphy. "Dr. Tuffier, the discoverer, 
operated on four cases, hypodermically 
injecting cocaine into the region occu- 
pied by the cerebro spinal fluid in the 
spine, and anesthetizing perfectly the 
entire body below the point of injec- 
tion. This enabled him to perform the 
most painful operation without the pa- 
tient experiencing the least sensibility. 


"The discovery, is a wonderful one in 


surgery, inasmuch as out of 130 cases 
operated upon by him he stated he had 
had no fatalittes. 
The discovery of 


the practicability of anesthetizing thfr 
Spinal cord by hypodermic fnJ3ction9 
of cocaine and producing insensibility 
below the,point of injection was made 
by Dr. Turner in March last The fact 
was •commented upon at the time by 
French medical Journals, but received 
little notice in the JCJnited States or 
throughout the continent afid EJngland. 
Like ail discoveries of,the kind that 
have been made, I^may now be termed 
a simple thing, Since it seems to be so 
easy, the wonder being that some one 
bad not hit upon it before. 


"The discovery removes chloroform 


»nd ether from their places as the 
great anaesthetizing agents for use in 
cases of major surgery. These agents 
have been greatly feared by a great 
many people owing to their effect upon 
the heart and lungs and the distressing 
nausea they often produced. .There are 
Ho such 111' effects from the use of co- 
caine, although, as It is well known, 
the drug is not reliable and has pro- 
duced the most distressing results. So 
far, however, there has been no danger 
encountered'in'its application by Dr. 
Tuffier, and ita use bids fair to become 
general rapidly among members of the 
profession. 


"It has been popularly supposed that 


pTmcturing.ofthe spinal cord was fa- 
tal. This is not absolutely true, bow- 
ever, and especially so in the manner 
In which the injection is made by Dr. 
Tuffier. The needle is pushed Into the 
region occupied by the spinal cord, 
Its entrance being demonstrated by the 
appearance of the cerebro spinal fluid 
at the base of the needle. The injec- 
tion Is ther> forced home, its effect 
being to paralyze the region of the 
body before the point of entrance, 
the knife causing no pain in the region 
affected. I witnessed the excision of 
four abdominal tumors by Dr. Tuffier, 
he talking to the patient while plying 
the knife, the man feeling not the 
slightest sensation of pain." 


Dr. Murphy refused to discuss what 


use he would make of the discovery, 
or whether he would attempt demon- 
strating its value himself. Among the 
Americans present at the congress 
Were Dr. Morris Richardson of Boston, 
Dr. Dennis of New York, Dr. W. J. 
Mayo of Rochester, Minn.; Dr. Robert 
Weir of New lork, and Dr. William 
Warren of, BgstOjn.

Oldest Veteran Will Attend 


Grand Army Encampment.

Among the thousands of 


who will attend the national encamp- 
ment of the 6. A. R. none has a more 
interesting history than '"Uncle Dan" 
Whipple, who lives at Traverse City, 
Mich., and is a member of McPherson 
poet No. 18 of that place, says '.he Chi- 
cago Tribune. Mr. Whipple was 100 
years eld on March 1 and could give 
pointers to many men of 00 on "how to 
be younp though oM." The greater 
part of his life has been spent in the 
far west as a scout, guide and hooter, 
and though be has had enough excite- 
ment to wear out most men be is as 
hale and hearty today as he was 40 
years ago and expects to enjoy life for 
years to come. 


Last spring be became a member of 


McPherson post and will attend the 
encampment in Chicago as its gueetj 
He is a genial old man and a favorite 
wherever he goes. He is claimed by 
the post to be the oldest member of the 
organization hi the United States. 
Wfalpple was born In Franklinvllle.Gat- 
taraugus county, N. Y., March 1, 1800. 
His parents were Quakers, but his fa- 
ther had the spirit of an explorer and 
when Dan was 4 years old joined the 
famous expedition of Clark and Lewis 
to explore the regions of the Rocky 
mountains. The stories he told on his 
return were an unfailing source of In- 
terest to his little boy, who when he 
grew old enough to start out for him- 
self planned a long journey into the un- 
explored w^et At 22 he embarked on 
Lake Erie and sailed'around to Chica- 
go. Pushing on, he reached the Mls- 
souft and for several years hunted and 
trapped in that region. 


It was in these days that the event 


happened which turned him into an 
inveterate Indian hater. While trap- 
ping in northern- Minnesota he met and 
loved Laura Pierson, the daughter of a 
frontiersman. They were soon to be 
married, but one day while wandering 
In the forest they were met by a band 
of Ind'ans, who tied'Dan to a tree and 
procee 'ed to torture the girl to death. 
The J idians left her body there and 
traveled with Dan for three days into 
the wilderness. 
One night while all 


wore asleep a squaw to whom Dan had 
given hie blanket at one time when 
she was Ul at the settlement crept to 
his side and-llberated him, giving him 
his gun. 
He succeeded in stealing 


awa^r in the darkness; but, weak as he 
•was from his cruel treatment and the 
agony of mind which he had under- 
gone, the journoy back was a trying 
ordeal. Owing to bis fear of capture 
he could not fire his gun, and he was 
almost' famiflhefl by the time he reach- 
ed the (place where the "body of Laura 
Pierson still lay. W^hipple fashioned a 
rude paddle and dog a shallow grave. 
Over the grave .he swore to avenge her 
death, and for years he was a relent- 
less enemy to all Indians and a terror 
to every man in the' little band -which 
had killed Laura Pierson and taken 
him captive. 
One after another he 


hunted them ^down till but few were 
left of the original party. 


Whip'ple was captured three times, 


but he always'managed to escape. He 
was instrumental in rescuing several 
white people. once In company with 
three other men, driving away a num- 
ber of Indians and saving a man from 
the stake after he had been so severely 
burned that he begged them to kill 
him as tenderly as possible, and he 
lived for many yean afterward. An- 
other time he came upon a white girl, a 
schoolteacher from the east, who had 
been captured while visiting relatives 
in northwestern Minnesota. The In- 
dians had carried her up into Dakota, 
where he found her and aided her to 
escape. They got away at midnight 
and paddled many miles down the riv- 
er, traveling afterward overland for 
days until they finally reached her un- 
cle's home In safety. 


One of the most Interesting of his ex- 


periences was^he finding of a girl baby 
wrapped up In a shawl on the spot 
where a massacre read occurred a few 
hours before he reached the spot He 
carried the little onfe in his arms to the 
family of a friendly Indian and paid 
for her care. Later he built a home 
where Des Moines now stands, and 
they lived in • the settlement till she 
grew to womanhood. 
He gave her 


I every advantage of education and cul- 
j ture, and she often shared his hunting 


j and trapping expeditions. She finally 
| married, still making her home with 


i her foster fattier. On his return from 


a long trip be found tout she had been 
buried over a month. This was a crush- 
Ing blow, and he sold the home and 
again became a -wanderer. 


In 1843 Whipple joined John O. Fre- 


mont and with his party went on the 
surveying and exploring trip to _the 
Rocky mountains and the coast. When 
the civil war broke out, he was one of 
the earliest to respond to Lincoln"'^ first 
call for 75,000 troops. He enlisted for 
three months, Slit remained In the sort- 
Ice during the entire.war and was a 
brave soldier as, he'..had been a brave 
scout on the plains. .*,At the close of the 
war he went to Michigan and has 
made his home near Traverse City for 
many years. 


Until a short time ago he lived by 


himself, but at the solicitation of his 
friends he has finally consented to 
spend the remainder of his years with 
them*

A MIDNIGHT PURSUIT 


ON FLORIDA MOUNTAIN 


Three Men Reported to Have Lived in 


Vacant House Traced Along Moun- 


tain to Five Roads. Letters 


From Sheriff Fuller 


The search for the Fosburg murderers 
has moved northward, and is1 now being 
conducted with ,most activity in this 
region. This1 is due to the report pub- 
lished some days ago that in 'New Ash- 
ford a barefooted man had been seen 
picking- berries into a dish of bark, and 
who acted in a suspicious manner. 


This was followed yesterday after- 


n'oon with letters to the deputy sheriffs 
of northern Berkshire, from 
Sheriff 


Fuller, asking that efforts be renewed 
to keep track of all suspicious charac- 
ters in his part of the county. 


Sheriff Fuller said that he'had reason 


to suppose the murderers had takenl a 
northerly course, and would try to re- 
main in hiding in the backwoods until 
the first excitement following the mur- 
der had blown over, after which they 
would try to ajake their final escape 
from this region. 


In c'onteequence of these letters', two 


parties, have been out, one from WI1- 
h-amstown and one fVom Adams. The 
Wilhamstown party was foll'owing the 
clue of the man seen near New Ashf ord, 
while the Adajns party epent the entire 
rJlght on Florfda mountain following- a 
new clue of three men, 


Three men in Vtacmnt House 


Word was brought to Adams last 


night by the driver of the Savoy s^tage, 
that it was believed that thr£e men had 
beea living for some days in a deserted 
house in the woods of Windsor, just 
across the town line frotn Savoy. 


In view, of Sheriff Fullers warning, 


Deputy Sheriff O'Brien thought it best 
to follow this clue at onoe, and so a 
party was formed, composed, of Deputy 
Sheriff O'Brien 
of Adams, 
Deputy 


Sheriff Parker of this (SKy, Chief Cur- 
ran of Adams and Officer O'Malley of 
Adams. They started from 
Adams- 


about 5 o'clock, ajid dW-e up to- Savoy. 
They soo» found" that three men had 
passed that day along the mountain 
road, going north. 


They therefore started to follow the 


three men northward, aijd found many 
who had seen thert,- AlthV/ughr 'tjjey nac 
"seemed disinclined to talk, and avoidec 
conversations as rnucli as possible. The 
descriptions secured of the three were 
uniform, so that there was no dQUbt 
that the party of three kept their 
course along the top of the mountain 
The largest man was ab^ut 5 feet" 10' 
Iiches tall, of very dark complexion, 
a t>ougrh not a negro, and with short 
- t'^r curly hair. |le wore dark clothes 
t 
i 
i b:own derby hat. The other two 


v ~ . v t so tall, and wore straw hats. 
One ^ them, who was of very light 
complevior, spoke French to a French- 
man on the top of the mountain. 


At the home of Mr. Burnett in Flor- 


ida the men stopped arid _b'c$ught a loaf 
of bread and some milk, giving a 
horse whip which thoy had 
in ex- 


change. The officers folio-nod them all 
night, stopping f- r a few hours after 
midnight at a farm hous-s-, and this 
morning found that they had Si.opped 
at the central shaft of the Hoosac tunL 
nel Some time yesterday, and asked for 
water. From there the men were 
traced to the Five roads in this city, 
which they passed at about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 


All trace 'of them was lost at tins 


point. The officers drove tp this city, 
secured another team,.and drove on,to 
Stamford, inquiring all alonlg the way, 
bu,t no further trace of the men could 
be discovered. The officers returned to 
this city this afternoon,1 and were un-' 
determined what they would do more. 


It -was reported that three wen had 


been traced from Cummmgtonl as fai 
as Windsor and that these "might be 
the same. 


Although it ie not at all sura that 


these men sf& the* ones really wanted,, 
and although in ordinary timesi their 
actions would not be noticed", in view 
of tha murder, it is feuUto be the wis-

Those on the mountain who were 


asked about the men. said; that there 
was something1 auspioCous about the 
evident desire of the three strangers 
to avoid co«verBationa"cs3i6l)'t when ab- 
solutely necesssaty.
